Police urge other victims to come forward after paedophile is convicted 


A PAEDOPHILE has been 
jailed for more than 20 years for 
a “protraeted eampaign” of sex 
offenees against ehildren span¬ 
ning just under a deeade. 

Rupert Deeble, 51, of 
Margaret Bondfield Avenue, 
Barking, was found guilty of 
two eounts of raping a ehild 
under the age of 13, three eounts 
of assault by penetration, four 
eounts of sexual aetivity with 
a ehild, and of eausing a ehild 
to wateh a sexual aet, earlier in 
the year. 

The sexual predator was 
senteneed to 23 years’ 
imprisonment at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on Tuesday, 
September 4. 

The judge also deeided Deeble 
should be elassified a dangerous 
offender. 

The erimes were eommitted 
against three female vietims, 
aged between 12 and 15, when 
the offenees took plaee between 
2008 and 2017. 

An NSPCC spokesperson 
deseribed Deeble’s erimes as a 


“protraeted eampaign of abuse” 
and praised the bravery shown 
by the vietims. 

He was arrested on Mareh 6, 
2017. 

Deteetive Constable Jasmine 
Abbey said: “I would like to 
thank the vietims and their fam¬ 
ilies for their strength and eour- 
age in speaking to poliee and 
the eourt about these horrendous 
erimes eommitted by Deeble. 

“Deeble has eompletely 
shattered the lives of these 
young people and their families 
and I hope that with this verdiet 
and sentenee they now finally 
feel some sort of elosure and 
are able to start trying to rebuild 
their lives.” 

Deteetive Constable Naney 
Smith added: “We strongly 
believe that there are other 
vietims that have not yet been 
able to eome forward and we 
urge anyone who has been a 
vietim or knows anything about 
any other erimes that Deeble 
may have eommitted to eontaet 
poliee.” 



Council and Met join to tackle antisocial behaviour

A JOINT eouneil and poliee 
operation over two weeks and 
investing almost 900 offieer 
hours resulted in three arrests and 
hundreds of penalties, eonfiseations 
and dispersal orders. 

Barking and Dagenham Couneil 
and the Met Poliee taekled 
antisoeial behaviour in Barking 
town eentre between August 20 
and September 2. 

The operation seeured three 
arrests, ineluding two for breaeh of 


eourt orders. Offieers also earried 
out 298 Publie Spaee Proteetion 
Order (PSPO) Fixed Penalty Notiees 
(FPN) and aleohol seizures. 

A knife was found in a nearby 
eemetery and one man was fined 
and given a dispersal notiee after 
defeeating in the street. 

Barking town eentre has been 
subjeet to a PSPO sinee Mareh 
this year, giving poliee and eouneil 
enforeement offieers the power 
to issue £100 fines to antisoeial 
offenders. 

Couneillor Margaret Mullane, 
eabinet member for enforeement 
and eommunity safety, said: “We 


are determined to elean up our 
borough and send a elear message 
to the small minority of people who 
eontinue to flout the law and eause 
misery for others - we will not 
stand for it and we will eateh you. 

“We’re pleased this joined-up 
approaeh has proved to be so sue- 
eessful and we will look to earry out 
further operations in the future as 
part of our zero-toleranee approaeh 
to erime and antisoeial behaviour.” 

Offieers eondueted 31 
stop-and-searehes and issued 38 dis¬ 
persal notiees, banishing antisoeial 
offenders from the area for 24 hours. 

A poliee spokesperson said: “This 


joint initiative was a great sueeess 
and was well reeeived by the loeal 
eommunity. It demonstrates that 
where the eommunity has eoneems, 
and these are flagged to poliee, 
we will work with our partners to 
address sueh eoneems. 

“Offieers from the Metropolitan 
Poliee will eontinue to work in 
partnership with Barking and 
Dagenham Couneil to make the 
borough a safer plaee to live, shop 
and work. 

“Residents ean expeet similar 
operations to take plaee at differ¬ 
ing loeations, prone to antisoeial 
behaviour throughout the year.”

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Safety advice to uni 

students who rent rates rise 



STUDENTS heading back to university 
are being urged to check correct safety 
measures have been followed before 
moving into rental accommodation. 

The advice comes after a survey of 
students revealed nearly two thirds 
experienced issues with property they 
live in, ranging from damp and heating 
system problems to poor security. 

With maintenance grants scrapped 
and tuition fees rising, there is concern 
students will sign contracts for cheaper 
housing without properly inspecting 
the property in an effort to save money. 

This could result in students living 
in potentially unsafe accommodation, 
which might put their health at risk, or 
create disruption if they have to move 
out if the house is uninhabitable. 

Of particular concern are poorly 
maintained heating systems that could 
be life-threatening if they emit harmful 
carbon monoxide fumes. 

To help with their property search, 
OFTEC, the trade body for the oil 
heating industry, has issued a checklist 
which outlines legal requirements 
landlords must follow and key red flags 
to look out for: 

1. Every floor must have a working 
smoke alarm. Carbon monoxide alarms 
are mandatory in rooms using solid fuel. 

2. There must be clear access to a 
fire escape route at all times. 

3. Upholstered furniture such as 
beds and sofas must have appropriate 
fire safety labels attached. 


4. Check all electrical appliances 
work correctly as it is the landlord’s 
responsibility to ensure they are in 
good condition. Electrical Safety First 
also recommends portable electrical 
appliances provided by landlords are 
tested regularly. 

5. For a mains gas heating system, 
the boiler must have been serviced by 
a Gas Safe registered engineer. If you 
move into one of the 23,000 oil-heated 
homes in Essex, an OFTEC registered 
technician should service the system. 
When viewing the property, ask to test 
the heating and check that radiators 
warm up. 

Malcolm Farrow, from OFTEC, said: 
“Whilst the vast majority of landlords 
are fully responsible, unfortunately 


there are some unscrupulous owners 
who will try to dupe students into 
living in potentially unsafe accommo¬ 
dation full of problems. With rising 
costs and university towns, affordable 
housing is often in short supply so it’s 
easy to feel pressured into taking the 
first property you find. 

“But, when moving in, it is impor¬ 
tant to inspect the property and ensure 
all safety measures are in place and 
everything is working correctly. In par¬ 
ticular, check the heating system is 
working because you might not turn 
it on and notice any problems until 
later in the year once the weather gets 
colder.”

MORE people than ever are 
surviving cancer in Waltham Forest 
but the borough remains behind 
national survival rates. 

Health commissioners in Waltham 
Forest received an All Party 
Parliamentary Group on Cancer 
award for a third year running for 
the improving survival rates. 

Figures show 70.4 per cent of 
residents survive cancer a year after 
diagnosis, the highest one-year 
survival rate recorded. Ten years 
ago it was 58 per cent. The national 
average is 72.3 per cent. 

Dr Mayank Shah, clinical lead for 
cancer at the CCG, said: “It’s good to 
see that more people than ever before 
are now surviving cancer a year after 
diagnosis. It is also encouraging to 
see that our one-year survival rate 
is now even closer to the national 
average but if we are to maintain the 
good progress we have seen in recent 
years, we need to ensure that people 
with cancer are diagnosed earlier. 

“For many cancers, such as cervical 
and bowel, early diagnosis depends 
on people taking part in the free 
NHS screening services available in 
Waltham Forest. 

“Early diagnosis and ensuring 
patients have access to the best avail¬ 
able treatment are essential to further 
improvements in survival rates so we 
would encourage people to take up 
these opportunities to increase their 
chance of beating the disease.”

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Charity riders bring light 
to children in South Africa 


CHARITABLE cyclists rode from Walthamstow 
to Essex to raise money for ehildren in South 
Afriea. 

They turned out in large numbers for the fifth 
Thuso Solar Cyele Ride on Sunday, September 9. 

The sun was out as Cllr Riehard Sweden, a 
former Waltham Forest mayor, was joined by 
Thuso eharity ehairman, Mmapula Tladi-Small, 
to set the eyelists on their way. 

The Solar Cyele Ride supports the eharity’s 
push to provide solar lamps for ehildren and 
families in South Afriea, as ehildren without light 
eannot learn. 

There were two routes for eyelists to ehoose 
from. A 15-mile family ride to High Beaeh, 


Epping Forest and a 40-mile ride to North Weald 
in Essex, via High Beaeh and returning via 
Theydon Bois. 

Thuso, whieh means “helping hand” in Sesotho, 
one of South Afriea’s 11 offieial languages, 
raised more than £1,000 with last year’s ride. 

Gerard Omasta-Milsom, Thuso cycleride 
eo-ordinator, said: “We have set ourselves a 
target of £2,000 this year, whieh we hope to 
aehieve. These funds will have a tremendous 
impaet on the poor eommunities we support 
in South Afriea, by providing them with mueh 
needed solar lights.”

Trust goes cap in hand to 
government for £94m loan

A HOSPITAL trust in special meas¬ 
ures has been forced to ask the govern¬ 
ment for nearly £100 million in loans 
to keep it afloat. 

Barking, Havering and Redbridge 
University Hospitals Trust (BHRUT) 
has had to requestfor £94 million in 
support from the Department of Health 
and Social Care. 

This will be at an 
interest rate of six 
per cent for the next 
financial year. 

The request is part 
of the trust’s plan to 
reduce its financial 
difficulties and meet 
its financial targets 
for 2018/19. 

The trust has said it 
plans to use the funds 
to cover the £13 mil¬ 
lion cost of a dispute 
with commissioners 
that it lost earlier this 
year, cover the trust’s 
in-year deficit plan 
of £53 million and to 
repay a previous loan 
of £28 million. 

Last year, the trust’s 
annual turnover was 
£570 million. 

Currently, the trust 
is running with an 
average £6 million 


deficit every month. 

Due to the trust being in special 
measures, it is being charged the high¬ 
est possible interest rate by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

This amounts to a staggering £5 mil¬ 
lion per year. 

Campaigner Andy Walker has been 
fighting for scrutiny of BHRUT for 
more than seven years. 

He said: “I say it is a disgrace that 
King George and Queen’s are not 


being given enough money to provide 
a good service. 

“Instead, they have applied for a £94 
million loan. This six per cent loan 
charge means £5 million a year which 
should be spent on care is now going 
to go to the government in interest 
payments.” 

A spokesman fo BHRUT confirmed 
the loan and the interest amounts, add¬ 
ing that it would be inappropriate to 
comment further at this time
